To  His  Excellency,  The  Governor,  and 
Members  of  the  Thirty-sixth  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana. 

In  compliance  with  the  duty  imposed  upon  me  by  Section  81-206  of 
the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  1947,  I  herewith  submit  the  Biennial  Report 
of  the  Department  of  State  Lands  and  Investments  for  the  two-year  period 
beginning  with  July  1,  1956,  and  ending  June  30,  1958.  In  this  report  we  en- 
deavor to  present  a  clear  and  concise  statement  of  all  moneys  received  from 
all  sources  during  this  period  and  the  distribution  thereof  to  the  various 
funds  to  which  they  belong.  The  report  shows  the  amount  of  money  re- 
ceived designated  by  law  as  interest  and  income  and  the  distribution  thereof 
to  the  common  schools  and  other  educational  institutions  and  it  also  shows 
the  amount  of  money  received  and  allocated  to  the  various  permanent  fimds. 
Comparative  statements  are  given  showing  the  growth  in  the  income  of  this 
department  from  1896  to  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  June  30,  1958.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

The  Enabling  Act  approved  by  Congress  February  22,  1889  granted  to  the  State  of  Montana  for 
common  school  support  Sections  16  and  36  in  every  township  within  the  State.  If  any  of  these  sec- 
tions had  been  homesteaded,  lying  within  the  boundaries  of  an  Indian  Reservation  or  otherwise  dis- 
posed of  prior  to  the  enactment  of  this  legislation,  lieu  lands  were  granted  to  the  State  in  place 
thereof.  Congress  also  stipulated  that  all  lands  granted  by  this  act  shall  be  disposed  of  only  at  pub- 
lic sale  after  advertising — tillable  lands  capable  of  producing  agricultural  crops  for  not  less  than  ten 
dollars  ($10.00)  per  acre,  and  lands  principally  valuable  for  grazing  purposes  for  not  less  than  five 
dollars  ($5.00)  per  acre. 

Under  the  Act  the  following  federal  land  grants  were  made  to  the  State  of  Montana  for  the  var- 
ious educational  and  other  institutions.

The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  these  lands  constitute  permanent  funds  (except  lands  granted  for 
public  buildings) .  Rentals  on  leased  lands,  interest  on  deferred  payments  on  lands  sold,  interest  on 
funds  arising  from  these  lands  and  all  other  actual  income,  is  made  available  for  the  maintenance 
and  support  of  the  public  schools  and  institutions. 

In  1890  the  legislature  created  the  office  of  "State  Land  Agent."  After  five  years  this  title  was 
changed  to  "Register  of  State  Lands."  As  time  passed  the  volume  of  business  in  relation  to  State 
lands,  the  demand  to  purchase,  lease  for  grazing  and  agriculture  and  other  uses  increased  so  rapidly 
it  became  apparent  the  limitations  of  such  an  organization  were  inadequate  to  cover  the  wide  field 
of  operations,  so  in  1927  the  Legislature  established  the  "Department  of  State  Lands  &  Investments" 
to  be  governed  by  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners  as  heretofore  provided  by  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  State  of  Montana.  The  Board  consists  of  the  Governor  as  President,  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction,  Vice  President  and  the  Secretary  of  State  and  Attorney  General  as  members. 

The  law  also  provided  that  the  Governor  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  a 
Commissioner  of  State  Lands  and  Investments  who  shall  be  the  chief  administrative  and  executive 
officer,  under  the  Board,  in  all  matters  except  those  pertaining  to  the  State  forests,  who  al.so  is  the 
ex-officio  Secretary  of  the  Board.  It  also  authorized  the  Commissioner  to  appoint  a  Chief  Field 
Agent,  Cashier,  Secretarv  and  such  other  personnel  as  may  be  needed  to  properly  and  efficiently 
perform  the  administrative  duties  of  the  department. 

Numerous  laws  have  since  been  passed  by  the  Legislature  to  aid  in  the  administration  and  ef- 
ficiency of  the  State  Land  Department  in  relation  to  leasing,  sale  of  state  lands  and  setting  up  cer- 
tain standards  and  specifications  to  be  observed  by  lessees  and  purchasers. 
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INCOME 

Provision  has  been  made  for  the  annual  distribution  of  all  income  received  from  the  rental  and 
operation  of  these  lands  such  as  grazing  rentals,  crop  shares  due  the  state  on  agricultural  lands,  oil 
leases  together  with  accruing  interest  on  outstanding  land  sale  contracts  and  interest  earned  on 
bond  investments.  Before  the  annual  distribution  is  made  the  law  requires  that  5%  of  the  total 
annual  income  be  deducted  therefrom  and  credited  to  the  Permanent  Fund  for  Public  Schools  on  all 
income  from  Public  School  lands.  Thereafter  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  divides  the 
proceeds  of  such  income  between  the  counties  of  the  state  on  the  basis  of  children  therein  of  school 
age.  Then  in  turn  the  County  Superintendents  divide  the  amount  received  by  the  county  allotting  to 
each  school  district  its  proportionate  share  on  the  same  basis.  Similar  income  from  the  other  grants 
is  likewise  made  available  as  received  monthly  to  assist  in  defraying  operating  expenses  of  those 
institutions. 

PERMANENT  FUNDS 

In  the  Enabling  Act  it  was  specifically  stated  that  all  moneys  received  from  the  sale  of  lands 
belonging  to  the  common  school  grant  and  the  other  grants  together  with  the  proceeds  from  the  sale 
of  timber,  oil  royalties  and  other  minerals  should  be  credited  to  a  permanent  fund  for  each  of  the  land 
grant  institutions.  It  was  also  stated  therein  that  permanent  funds  cannot  be  used  for  any  other 
purpose  and  must  forever  remain  inviolate  as  the  property  of  each  particular  land  grant  fund. 
Legislative  action  has  limited  the  investment  of  these  funds  to  the  purchase  of  general  obligation 
bonds,  .such  as  United  States  Government  bonds,  bonds  of  the  State  of  Montana,  of  counties,  cities  and 
school  districts  within  the  State  of  Montana.  However,  the  interest  realized  on  such  investments 
shall  be  distributed  annually  along  with  other  income  to  the  proper  land  grant  institutions. 

During  the  intervening  period  from  1897  to  the  present  time  records  show  there  has  been  a 
steady  increase  in  the  demand  for  state  lands  and  considerable  acreage  has  been  sold  from  all  the 
land  grants  during  the  last  twenty-five  years.  It  is  interesting  to  note  the  size  of  permanent  funds 
built  up  for  each  fund  from  acreage  sold,  sale  of  timber  and  minerals  and  the  following  table  shows 
the  original  grants,  the  acreage  remaining  and  the  amount  of  the  permanent  fund  for  each  fund  as 
of  June  30, 1958.

There  is  no  Permanent  Fund  listed  for  the  Capitol  Building  grant  for  the  reason  all  moneys  real- 
ized from  the  sale  of  lands,  interest  on  sales  contracts,  grazing  rentals,  agricultural  crop  share  re- 
turns, sale  of  timber  and  oil  royalties  are  disbursed  on  improvements  to  capitol  buildings  and  new 
construction.  A  considerable  acreage  of  the  Capitol  Building  Grant  is  timber  land.  Every  precaution 
is  taken  to  preserve  and  protect  the  forests  and  only  merchantable  trees  are  offered  for  sale  an- 
nually. During  the  last  two  years  the  sale  of  timber  from  this  grant  has  brought  into  the  fund  the 
sum  of  $229,713.39.  The  balance  on  hand  as  of  June  30,  1958  is  $203,180.31. 
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TOTAL  RECEIPTS  FROM  ALL  SOURCES 

Total  annual  receipts  received  by  this  department  vary  according  to  crop  conditions  and  the 
base  price  for  grazing  rentals.  Other  sources  of  income  continue  more  or  less  normal.  Total  income 
includes  moneys  received  from  crop  shares,  grazing  rentals,  oil  lease  rentals,  royalties,  payments  on 
land  sales  and  on  outstanding  land  contracts,  interest  on  deferred  payments  on  such  contracts  to- 
gether with  interest  on  bond  investments  for  all  funds.  We  list  the  annual  income  from  all  sources 
over  a  period  of  years  to  show  the  volume  of  business  in  this  department.

In  recent  years  the  above  figures  have  varied  slightly  due  to  interest  in  oil  production,  weather 
conditions  affecting  agricultural  crops  and  the  amount  of  grazing  fees  charged  as  provided  by  law. 
Land  sales  are  made  mostly  on  33  year  contracts  drawing  5%  interest  on  deferred  payments. 

GROSS  INCOME 

Gross  income  includes  all  income  received  by  this  department  for  use  of  land  remaining  in  all 
of  the  grants  made  to  the  State  of  Montana  under  the  Enabling  Act.  We  have  heretofore  men- 
tioned the  source  of  all  moneys  received  classified  as  income.  Of  all  receipts  classified  as  interest 
and  income  87'/  belong  to  the  public  schools  of  the  State.  This  public  school  income  is  distributed 
annually  and  the  income  for  the  other  grants  or  institutions  is  made  available  on  a  monthly  basis. 
Since  the  public  school  income  remains  with  this  department  for  a  period  of  a  year  before  it  is 
distributed,  an  effort  is  made  to  keep  as  much  of  it  invested  as  possible  in  short  term  U.  S.  Certifi- 
cates of  Indebtedness  or  U.  S.  Treasury  Bills  at  a  fair  rate  of  interest  to  bring  in  additional  in- 
come. 

UNIFORM  PLAN  FOR  INVESTING  FUNDS  OF  THE  STATE  OF  MONTANA, 
STATE  DEPARTMENT,  AGENCIES  AND  INSTITUTIONS 

For  many  years  the  Land  Board  had  supervised  the  investment  of  millions  of  dollars  of  perma- 
nent funds  belonging  to  the  common  school  and  other  state  institutions.  In  1953  the  Legislative  As- 
sembly enacted  the  unified  investment  plan.  This  law  required  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commis- 
sioners to  also  supervise  and  approve  the  investment  of  departmental  funds,  such  as  the  Montana 
Highway  Patrol,  Surplus  Hail  Insurance,  Public  Employees  Retirement  Funds,  Industrial  Accident 
Reserve  Fund,  Teachers  Retirement  Fund  and  funds  belonging  to  the  Fish  and  Game  Commission. 
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FIELD  DEPARTMENT 

The  Chief  Field  Agent  is  appointed  by  the  Commissioner  and  under  his  direction  has  charge  of 
all  field  work  of  the  department.  During  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  Commissioner  he  per- 
forms all  the  duties  of  the  Commissioner.  Besides  his  office  personnel,  four  fieldmen  are  employed 
on  a  yearly  basis  and  six  extra  fieldmen  during  the  harvest  season.  At  the  present  time  there  are 
479,512.98  acres  under  cultivation,  approximately  one-half  in  crop,  balance  summer  fallow.  Legal 
rate  set  by  law  is  not  less  than  '4  share  to  the  state.  The  1951  Legislature  adopted  a  formula  (Refer- 
ence Sec.  81-433  R.  C.  M.  1947)  for  fixing  minimum  annual  rental  on  all  grazing  lands  effective  after 
February  28,  1952,  based  on  the  proportional  relationship  between  the  average  price  per  pound  of 
beef  on  the  farm  in  Montana  and  the  carrying  capacity  of  the  land.  Each  tract  of  state  land 
has  been  appraised  as  to  its  animal  unit  carrying  capacity.  The  monthly  price  is  obtained  from 
statistics  furnished  by  the  local  office  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  The  average  price 
for  the  past  three  years  multiplied  by  the  state  formula  gives  the  base  price  per  animal  unit.  This 
computation  is  worked  out  each  year  by  dropping  the  oldest  year  and  adding  the  present  year.  We 
give  you  the  following  table  to  show  the  reduction  in  grazing  rentals  paid  to  the  state  on  all  land 
grants.

CO-OPERATIVE  STATE  GRAZING  DISTRICTS 

Chapter  208  passed  by  the  1939  Legislative  Session  provided  for  the  creation  of  state  grazing  dis- 
tricts. Following  the  enactment  of  this  law  forty-two  grazing  districts  were  formed  and  operating 
within  the  State.  The  law  required  that  all  state  lands  within  the  boundaries  of  a  district  must  be 
leased  at  the  going  rentals.  About  half  of  these  districts  have  been  dissolved  but  those  remaining 
are  still  in  full  force  and  effect  and  operating  under  ten  year  leases. 

STATUS  STATE  LAND  IN  GLACIER  PARie, 

When  Glacier  Park  was  created  by  Congress  in  1910  there  were  9,353  acres  of  State  grant  lands 
located  within  its  boundaries.  Because  it  is  located  within  a  National  Park  no  income  has  been  re- 
ceived from  these  lands. 

In  1953  the  Legislature  passed  a  law  authorizing  and  directing  the  State  Land  Commissioner, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  State  Land  Board,  to  exchange  this  State  land  for  lands  of  the  U.  S. 
Government. 

The  selection  of  lieu  lands  and  all  other  functions  required  by  the  State  to  consummate  the 
trade  has  been  completed  and  the  selected  lists  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
for  final  check  and  decision.  ;^. 

The  trade  will  be  made  on  the  dollar  for  dollar  value  which  is  agreed  to  be  $789,682.90.    If  the^  ^ 
selected  list  is  approved  and  the  trade  consummated,  the  State  will  acquire  a  total  of  168,371.78"^ 
acres  of  grazing  and  agricultural  lands  for  the  9,353  of  forested  land  located  within  Glacier  Park.

PERMANENT  FUNDS 

In  the  foregoing  table  designated  as  the  Montana  Trust  and  Legacy  Fund  there  is  shown  the 
credit  balance  in  each  grant  or  fund  as  of  June  30,  1958.  The  Common  School  Permanent  Fund 
amounts  to  $33,772,463.83.  This  balance  is  86.45%  of  the  total  Montana  Trust  and  Legacy  account. 
The  Montana  College  at  Bozeman  and  the  School  of  Mines  also  have  credits  of  more  than  a  million 
dollars.  The  other  grants  show  a  substantial  increase  during  the  past  fifteen  years.  The  total  in  the 
Montana  Trust  and  Legacy  account  is  $39,065,391.20.  All  this  money  is  invested  in  approved  gen- 
eral obligation  bonds  amounting  to  that  sum  and  the  account  works  out  as  follows:

Oil  was  discovered  on  a  lease  belonging  to  British-American  Oil  Producing  Company  in  Carbon 
County  in  the  spring  of  1956  but  there  was  no  commercial  production  until  in  July.  This  lease  paid 
$194,187.26  during  the  term  of  this  report. 

The  R.  P.  Oliver  lease  on  Ivanhoe  Dome  near  Sumatra  is  the  largest  producer  on  state  land. 
Production  was  obtained  in  April,  1956  but  royalties  were  not  received  until  in  July.  It  has  paid  a 
total  of  $144,262.83  to  date. 

The  lease  brought  in  by  Shell  Oil  Company  in  the  Pine  Field  (Wibaux  County)  is  averaging 
$3,200.00  monthly.
